Gentlemen, 

I  have  now  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 

for  1899. 

I  have  estimated  the  population  of  the  8  parishes  which 
makes  up  the  Sanitary  District  at  3,000.  At  present  there 
is  no  reason  to  believe  that  there  has  been  any  increase,  but 
rather  that  the  population  in  these  wholly  rural  parishes 
continues  to  lessen. 

Last  year  87  births  were  registered,  males  43,  females,  44  ;  Births, 
in  the  previous  year  there  were  85  ;  the  birth-rate  was  29  per 
1,000,  the  average  of  previous  years  was  only  27.

In  the  parish  of  Cliffe  the  birth-rate  was  85  per  1,000.

42  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  males  28,  females 
14  ;  but  5  others  have  to  be  added  of  persons  who  died  in  Selby 
Workhouse,  who  had  been  removed  there  from  the  Riccall 
districts  ;  the  corrected  number  47  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of 
15*7  per  1,000.  That  is  nearly  4  per  1,000  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  just  over  the  average  rate  for  10  years. 

8  of  these  old  people  referred  to  were  from  Barlby  parish, 
and  including  them  makes  the  death-rate  in  Barlby  for  1899 
to  be  29*4,  without  them  the  death-rate  was  22-6,  showing  that 
the  deaths  in  that  parish  exceeded  the  births.  In  North 
Duffield  parish  both  the  birth  and  death-rate  was  20  per  1,000. 
In  Riccall  parish  the  death-rate  was  15-7

There  were  8  deaths  in  the  zymotic  list  of  diseases,  an 
unusual  number.  The  death-rate  was  2*7  per  1,000  in  1899.

Among  a  small  population  of  from  200  to  500  one  or  two 
deaths  from  any  special  cause  largely  affects  the  rate.  In 
North  Duffield  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  equal  to  10 
per  1,000  ;  in  Barlby  6*8  per  1,000. 

There  were  3  deaths  from  tubercle  of  the  lungs  or  phthisis, 
and  6  from  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  the  total  equalled  3 
per  1,000.  In  Cliffe  parish  that  rate  was  5  per  1,000. 

Among  the  87  births  registered  last  year  11*5  per  cent,  died 
before  the  end  of  their  first  year.  Of  all  the  deaths  registered 
35  per  cent,  were  of  children  under  5  years,  and  34  per  cent, 
were  among  people  aged  65  years  and  over.  3  deaths  were 
returned  in  the  certificate  of  the  Coroner  due  to  natural  causes. 
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24  cases  of  infections  diseases  were  notified.  Cases  of

There  was  no  case  of  scarlet  fever  until  the  month  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
September,  then  cases  were  reported  from  the  parishes  of 
Riccall,  Barlby,  and  Osgodby.  The  first  cases  in  Barlby 
had  evidently  been  neglected  to  the  extent  that  although  several 
of  a  family  had  been  taken  ill  with  sore  throats  and  other 
symptoms  no  doctor  was  called  in.  It  was  only  when  I  had 
evidence  sufficient  to  prove  that  the  illness  was  scarlet  fever, 
and  that  through  children  having  been  sent  to  school  from 
the  infected  house  the  disease  was  being  spread  that  a 
doctor  saw  the  patients  and  notified  6  of  them  to  me  the 
next  day  and  one  afterwards.  2  cases  were  reported  from 
another  house  where  no  care  was  taken  to  isolate  the  first. 

Of  the  24  cases,  4  were  adults.  In  Riccall  there  were  3  cases  in 
September  and  October,  but  it  was  not  satisfactorily  cleared  up 
as  to  the  origin  of  the  infection.  One  case  notified  at  Barlby 
as  diphtheria,  in  a  patient  aged  50,  was  afterwards  found  to  be 
a  case  of  scarlet  fever. 

In  January  last  4  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  from  one  Diphtheria, 
house  in  North  Duffield  parish.  The  history  was  of  illness 
beginning  with  adults  in  the  family,  not  suspected  as  being 
more  than  ordinary  colds,  afterwards  spreading  to  children  as 
diphtheria,  causing  two  deaths.  A  fact  about  these  cases  was 
that  the  2  first  patients  who  suffered  from  sore  throats  had 
very  shortly  before  tended  and  buried  a  cat  strange  to  the 
house,  which  had  evidently  been  ailing.  There  was  no  direct 
history  of  infection  to  be  found,  and  there  was  no  evident  cause, 
unless  a  damp  and  wet  neighbourhood  about  the  house. 

2  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified,  and  both  patients  died.  Enteric  Fever. 
One  case  was  the  third  at  the  same  house,  2  of  these  were  ill 
in  December,  1898.  Of  the  other  case  no  history  of  infection 
could  be  obtained.  The  water  supply  at  both  houses  was

found  to  be  polluted  and  quite  unfit  to  drink.  One  case, 
however,  was  clearly  the  result  of  infection  from  having  nursed 
the  2  previous  cases. 

It  was  urgent  that  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  should  be  removed 
from  her  house  to  another  house  and  a  public  office  had  to  be 
removed  on  account  of  other  cases  of  the  same  fever.  These 
facts  are  some  of  the  reasons  for  providing  a  hospital  for 
infectious  cases.  No  meeting  on  this  question  was  held  last 
year  with  the  neighbouring  Rural  Council  of  Escrick. 

The  district  Council  having  adopted  a  series  of  bye-laws  re¬ 
lating  to  new  streets  and  buildings  in  November,  1898,  they  were 
finally  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  April. 
Since  then  plans  have  been  sanctioned  for  17  new  streets  in 
Barlby  parish  on  a  part  of  26  acres,  which  has  been  laid  out 
also  for  116  houses,  31  of  which  are  now  in  course  of  erection. 

It  was  considered  that  some  system  of  disposing  of  the 
sewage  from  that  portion  of  the  parish  should  be  adopted. 
The  only  alternative  was  to  require  a  large  number  of  cesspools, 
and  the  necessary  cleansing  of  these  would  certainly  have 
resulted  in  causing  a  perpetual  nuisance  ;  further,  the  water 
supply  is  to  be  obtained  from  wells  sunk  close  to  the  houses, 
and  any  system  which  would  have  retained  the  sewage  near 
these  wells  would  have  seriously  endangered  the  water  supply. 
The  Council  therefore  decided  to  consult  an  engineer,  who 
prepared  a  scheme  by  which  the  sewage  will  be  collected  from 
each  street  and  discharged  at  low  water  into  the  river  Ouse 
at  the  lowest  point.  That  scheme  formed  the  subject  of  an 
inquiry  held  by  an  Inspector  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
on  the  10th  inst.,  and  the  Council  now  wait  his  report. 

The  only  well  yet  bored  on  the  new  building  site  yields  a 
very  good  water.  The  Council  had  a  deep  well — 157  feet — 
bored  in  Barlby  village,  when  a  satisfactory  water  was  obtained. 

After  making  another  inspection  of  and  report  upon  the 
wells  at  South  Duffield,  the  Council  decided,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Parish  Council,  to  have  a  deep-bored  well  in  a  central 
site  in  that  village.

At  Riccall  no  action  has  been  taken  to  provide  wholesome 
water,  either  by  the  Council  or  private  owners.  In  other 
parishes  there  is  long  delay  by  owners  in  carrying  out  the 
Council’s  notices  to  provide  wholsome  water.  One  well  has 
been  bored  at  Cliffe  to  a  depth  of  800  feet. 

Owing  to  Mr.  Christie’s  unfortunate  illness  the  sanitary  work  Sanitary  work, 
of  the  district  has  not  been  carried  out  so  energetically  as  in 
previous  years.  At  Riccall,  Kelfield,  and  Osgodby,  870  yards  , 
of  old  sewers  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid,  and  630  yards  of 
water  courses,  which  receive  the  sewage  of  odd  cottages,  have 
also  been  cleansed. 

34  cesspools,  mainly  in  the  line  of  sewers,  have  been  cleansed 
and  repaired,  and  a  number  of  these  and  road  gullies  have 
been  flushed. 

The  drainage  of  Cliffe  village  was  not  continued  last  year, 
but  a  portion  near  to  the  school  and  to  the  north  is  now  in 
an  unsatisfactory  state. 

2  houses  unfit  to  be  occupied  have  been  pulled  down,  and 
3  others,  previously  certified,  have  been  repaired.  Better 
closets  have  been  provided  for  5  houses,  and  a  few  others 
repaired  or  altered. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  cowsheds  registered,  and 
the  attention  of  the  tenant  drawn  to  any  defects  found.  Where 
a  number  of  milk  cows  are  kept  the  conditions  are  usually 
fairly  satisfactory.

TO  THE  SELBY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

1  have  now  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1899. 

I  have  estimated  the  population  of  the  district  to  the  middle  of 
last  year  as  6,000. 

161  births  were  registered — males,  86  ;  females,  75  ;  the  birth¬ 
rate  was  26‘8  per  1,000,  that  being  the  average  rate  for  several 
years.

The  birth-rate  in  the  Selby  Sub.  District  was  28-8  per  1,000.

Eighty-two  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Rural  Parishes — 
males,  47  ;  females,  35  ;  2  of  these  were  strangers  in  some  part 
of  the  district,  these  are  deducted  ;  there  were  5  deaths  at  the 
Selby  Workhouse  among  persons  belonging  to  these  Rural 
Districts  ;  these  are  added,  and  the  correct  number,  85,  is  equal 
to  a  death-rate  of  14-1  per  1,000.  That  is  about  the  average 
during  recent  years.

small  populations  a  very  few  deaths  act  by  altering  the  rate  con¬ 
siderably.  Hambleton  is  an  example,  the  population  is  about 
500,  the  death-rate  in  1898  was  only  8  per  1,000,  in  1899  it  was 
22-4,  and  yet  there  was  no  death  among  the  list  from  what  is 
usually  termed  preventible  diseases. 

From  Zymotic  diseases  there  were  7  deaths  : — 

3  from  whooping  cough. 

3  from  diarrhoea. 

1  from  enteric  fever. 

The  rate  from  these  was  DO  per  1,000,  and  in  no  part  of  the 
district  was  there  any  excess  above  that  average. 


There  were  only  2  deaths  from  phthisis  or  tubercle  of  the 
lungs,  but  there  were  11  from  other  diseases  of  the  lungs,  the 
death-rate  was  2-1  per  1,000;  in  the  Carlton  Sub.  Districts  it 
was  3.  In  Cawood  Parish  diseases  of  the  lungs  caused  a 
death-rate  of  4  ;  in  Bray  too  5  per  1,000. 

The  following  is  the  proportion  of  infants  who  died  under 
one  year  as  compared  with  the  births  registered  : — 

For  the  whole  district  it  was  18*6  per  cent. 
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Selby  Sub.  District 
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In  several  of  these  small  villages  the  proportion  of  deaths 
among  children  was  considerably  above  the  average;  on  examin¬ 
ing  the  causes  of  these  deaths  I  find  that  one-half  were  returned 
as  due  to  “  debility,”  not  to  diseases  contracted  during  life.  All 
the  deaths  registered  from  diarrhoea  and  from  whooping  cough 
were  of  infants. 

5  cases  were  registered  on  the  Coroner’s  certificate,  3  the 
results  of  accidents,  1  from  natural  causes,  and  1  suicide. 

CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFIED. 

The  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  last  year  were  29  :  — 

Scarlet  Fever,  25. 

Enteric  Fever,  3. 

Erysipelas,  1. 

That  numbers  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  is  very  much  above  the 
average,  happily  the  disease  has  been  of  a  mild  type.

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Sixteen  of  the  25  cases  occurred  in  6  houses  in  Carlton 
Parish.  In  May  6  cases  were  reported  at  one  house  where  no 
precautions  had  been  taken  at  any  time  to  separate  the 
infected  children.  In  other  houses  the  professed  isolation  of  the 
child  was  only  kept  up  for  ten  days  or  a  fortnight,  and  soon  after 
new  cases  were  reported.  In  December  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
were  notified  from  Hirst  Courtney,  and  from  5  houses  in  Barlow 
parish ;  the  first  patient  in  Hirst  Courtney  had  been  to  other 
infected  districts,  but  those  at  Barlow  appeared  to  me  to  follow 
very  soon  after  the  last  Hiring  Statutes  at  Selby,  and  that  the 
earliest  cases  had  not  been  recognised,  and  continued  to  attend  the 
school,  infecting  others  while  there. 

Of  the  8  cases  of  enteric  or  typhoid  fever  one  died.  The  first 
case  was  thought  to  be  suffering  from  influenza  until  very  shortly 
before  he  died,  I  reported  that  the  condition  of  the  sewer  and  drain 
near  to  the  house  was  not  at  all  satisfactory.  The  next  case  was 
certified  as  typhoid  fever  after  6  weeks  indefinite  illness  ;  and  the 
third  case  was  also  an  illness  lasting  a  month  and  then  notified 
as  typhoid  fever.  It  is  not  easy  to  say  what  share  ordinary 
nuisances  found  about  each  of  these  houses  had  in  causing  the 
illness.  The  3  cases  were  all  in  different  parishes. 

Cases  of  measles  became  very  prevalent  in  Brayton  parish  in 
May  and  June  ;  and  in  Hirst  Courtney  in  June,  it  was  considered 
necessary  that  the  schools  should  be  closed  for  three  or  four 
weeks. 

The  Joint  Hospital  Committee  of  the  Selby  Urban  and  Selby 
Rural  Councils  have  had  several  meetings  with  a  view  of  provid¬ 
ing  some  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  cases.  A  site 
has  been  decided  upon  by  the  committee,  but  in  order  to  acquire 
it  compulsory  power  may  be  necessary. 
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If  a  hospital  had  been  ready  several  of  the  Carlton  cases  might 
have  been  prevented,  an  application  was  made  to  remove  one  case 
from  there  to  any  hospital  in  the  neighbourhood. 


SANITARY  WORK. 


Six  samples  of  water  were  analysed  last  year,  8  of  these  were 
found  to  be  impure  and  not  safe  to  drink.  2  others  were  only 
classed  as  suspicious,  i.e.,  not  satisfactory  for  all  household  uses. 
These  were  not  the  only  well  waters  inspected  or  reported  to  the 
Council.  Several  wells  at  Carlton  do  not  yield  a  wholesome 
supply,  and  still  the  water  is  used  by  groups  of  tenants  ;  the  wells 
generally  are  too  shallow  to  expect  to  get  a  good  water,  and  even 
these  are  in  yards  close  to  closets,  ashpits,  and  occasionally  pig- 
styes.  8  wells  supplying  impure  water  were  reported  from  Burn 
parish,  1  new  well  is  being  sunk  there.  At  Temple  Hirst  also  2 
well  waters  were  unsatisfactory,  and  that  obtained  from  a  new 
well  27  feet  deep  was  not  used  for  drinking.  The  long  complained 
of  water  at  the  railway  was  greatly  improved  after  a  leak  in  the 
supply  was  found  and  remedied.  For  a  new  house  in  Gateforth 
parish  no  well  water  had  been  provided,  it  seems  not  yet  sufficiently 
known  that  a  supply  of  wholesome  water  must  be  provided  before 
any  newly  built  house  is  occupied.  In  Camblesforth  parish 
there  are  several  cases  where  wells  are  not  protected  with  any 
trough  or  drain  to  carry  off  the  water  which  soaks  into  the  ground 
close  to  the  pump,  and  so  follow  the  supply  pipe  into  the  well* 
Repeated  cases  of  enteric  fever  having  occurred  at  long  intervals 
among  the  users  of  a  particular  well  water,  a  biological  examina¬ 
tion  of  it  was  made,  the  report  gave  no  indication  of  specific 
infection. 

Five  new  brick  wells  were  made  last  year,  and  7  old  wells  were 
cleansed  out  or  deepened.  If  it  was  certain,  or  even  probable, 
that  that  work  had  been  carried  out  with  every  care  against  sub¬ 
soil  or  surface  impurities,  it  would  be  a  hopeful  improvement  to 
report. 
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Through  illness  Mr.  Christie  was  not  able  to  report  and  to  see 
carried  out  the  same  amount  of  sanitary  work  as  in  previous 
years.  In  the  parishes  of  Brayton,  Cawood,  Gateforth,  Hamble- 
ton,  Temple  Hirst,  and  Wistow,  short  lengths,  amounting  in  all 
to  G20  yards,  of  new  sewers  have  been  laid,  and  170  yards  of  new 
house  drains  connected  to  these.  Additional  improvements  have 
been  carried  out  for  old  sewers  and  private  drains  in  several 
parishes.  As  a  matter  affecting  the  health  of  the  district  the 
whole  of  the  old  drains  and  water  courses  have  been  cleansed. 
These  require  even  more  attention,  for  where  sewage  enters  fre¬ 
quent  cleansing  is  necessary,  and  the  fall  may  be  lost  and  a 
nuisance  retained.  In  the  lower  portions  of  Carlton  this  con¬ 
dition  is  often  seen,  and  so  many  outlets  multiply  the  nuisances. 
At  Hambleton  also  some  improvements  were  recently  urged  to 
prevent  foul  accumulations  in  open  drains,  part  of  that  was 
traceable  to  some  works  there,  and  not  caused  by  ordinary 
domestic  sewage.  Some  additional  work  had  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  Hambleton  Fox  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  water  from  the 
culvert,  that  water  acts  as  a  constant  flushing  power. 

The  Bye-laws  relating  to  new  Streets  and  Buildings  received 
the  sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board  in  June,  and  are 
now  in  force  throughout  the  Selby  Rural  Districts.  It  will  be 
very  desirable  for  builders  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with 
these  byelaws,  and  so  make  it  easy  to  pass  plans  without  causing 
delays  through  them  having  to  be  returned  when  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  byelaws  are  not  observed. 

Two  houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  occupation,  and  serious 
overcrowding  in  others  was  reported. 

Many  nuisances  are  remedied  on  the  Inspector’s  complaint, 
but  others  caused  by  closets,  and  ashpits  being  too  near  the  house, 
insufficient  for  the  tenants,  or  when  allowed  to  get  into  a  neg¬ 
lected  state,  require  one  or  more  notices  from  the  Council,  of 
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these  Mr.  Christie’s  table  gives  some  results  of  nuisances  abated 
and  work  done. 

There  are  10  milk  sellers  on  the  register,  but  no  extensive 
trade  is  anywhere  carried  on.  The  10  Canal  boats  inspected 
were  all  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.
